Tins con­ 
test is now iii^the hands,of- tbp trades 
and labor unions,, anti 1 believe that 
theso organizations ,\viH nceomplisH 
the salvation of laboi“.

(id to cbeni) inen, and is opposetl to 
taking tbo ehiÎd froni tbo aehqol oc 
tbo playground, aud tbo women from 
the homes, to put.tliem in the factory 
aud the sweat shop. 


‘,‘If wo are to Iwve a bigbet stand 
ard of morals, a higher citizenship, 
they must come, tbrongli the laboring 
people, ,lt is «this agency which must 
elevate the iKîople of this great coun 
• try, and raise them to a higher i)lane 
of usefulness.'’

Tho speaker then entered into an 
extended argument for the “boycott’’ 
and a discussion of the “closed shop,’? 
so-called, “The closed shop,” bo said 
“is the one which is closed to unioii 
men and union women; tho union 
shop is never a closed one. I resent 
Uie use of the term ‘closed’ as ustîd 
in connection with 
a 
union sbopi 
îfono of tlm unions say, ‘You cannoti 
hire a non*ttnion man’; we will see tq 
it tfjiat they aro brouglit into tho or- 
ganination. And thoro aro moro union 
shops to day than there have over been 
btforo.” 


Mr. Lennon then 
took up 
tb 
charges of crime, violence and un­ 
fairness madfe against unions, and 
showed tbtt charges to bo.false as ap­ 
plied to the greater majority of un­ 
ion men. “CJo to yonr jiolice magis­ 
trates and you will find that o very; 
small per cent of tho men who are 
brought before tbo bor of justice nro 
union men. Tbo members of our un­ 
ions nro peaceabh\ law abiding citi­ 
zens. 


“It is unfair to charge to the trades 
unions the faults of some of their 
nuMuhcrs. 
On the other band the 
trader imions have worked a revolu­ 
tion in somo of the trades in this 
respect, noticeably in the tailors’ andj 
iron moulders’ trades, the members 
of which have been noted for their 
fondness for liauor.” 


Taking up the charge that labor, 
nuions form a labor trust, the speak-, 
cr showed that- tbore is on essential, 
difference between the effects of la­ 
bor unions oii labor and. of a ‘‘trust” 
on any commodity. TTe also handled 
th<' “eight-hour qiiesfion” and closedi 
with an exposîtioii of the in'incii>les; 
wbieh govern the right conduct of; 
tlrt' labor struggle.
